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Brother Claudy was called on at this time for remarks. Follow- 
ing the above, Mrs. Mattie S. Creed, Worthy Grand Matron, 
O. E. S., was introduced and made quite an address. She stated 
in part that: 


When the Almighty created this great universe it took 
Him but a few days to discover that it was not good for 
man alone, but it took the Masons several thousand years to 
arrive at the same conclusion, 


We agree with the Worthy Grand Matron of South Carolina, 
insofar as to say, that the Almighty never made a mistake. 


The Grand Master attended the Bi-centennial Observance of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts at Boston, the Conference of 
Grand Masters and the George Washington Masonic National 
Memorial Association at Washington, D. C., and the dedication of 
the Peace Memorial at London, England. 


He held a meeting of his District Deputies, at which he pre- 
sented the following subjects of interest for discussion: 


A. Grand Lodge Library— 


1. Its importance and necessity for education. 
2. Proposed plan for formation and maintenance. 


B. Grand Lodge Masonic Museum— 
1. Purpose and scope. 
2. Suggested plan. 


C. Attendance Subordinate Lodges— 
1. Membership attendance. 
2. Officers attendance. 


A request was received from a group of American Masons, 
living in Cuba, for the privilege of forming a lodge under the 
Jurisdiction of South Carolina. Inasmuch as Cuba has two Grand 
Bodies, who exercise Jurisdiction over the entire Island, the re- 
quest was denied. 


The Grand Secretary’s report shows a very healthy condition 
of the subordinate lodges, as far as finances are concerned. He 
reports that 267 lodges had paid their 1933 dues in full, amount- 
ing to $42,337.11 and that the total amount outstanding for dues 
was $1,252.39. 


The Trustees of the Masonic Relief Fund reported that they 
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recommendations that. were agreeable to both parties and the 
difficulty was settled without recourse to court action and 
expense. 


The new Grand Lodge building containing the Library, Mu- 
seum and officers is under construction and will be ready for 
occupancy by the 1937 Session. It will, when completed and 
furnished, cost in the neighborhood of $70,000. 


Speaking of the DeMolay and Rainbow, the Grand Master 
opined that there is, always has been and most likely always 
will be a diversity of opinion whether the support of these 
organizations is a function of Masonry. Through these organ- 
izations we are assisting in the building of a greater citizenship 
which will result in great benefit to the country and fraternity 
and they should be encouraged to the fullest extent of our 
ability, is the opinion of the Grand Master. 


The Grand Treasurer reported that their bond holdings 
could be sold at a price in excess to their original cost. 


Calls on the Relief Fund have dropped from a high of 
$6,636.00 in 1933 to $2,332.00 in 1936. 


The Endowment Fund of the Home was increased by $30,- 
000.00 through the benefaction of Brother John E. Lewis, de- 
ceased. 


The Home suffered damage from the earthquake and required 
repairs amounting to $2,906.00. 


It the Home, has been in operation for 27 years and repre- 
sents in cash, bonds and plant an investment of $418,977.00. 


Operating expenditures for the past year were $26,336.16, a 
monthly per capita of $41.41 and a yearly of $496.90. The aver- 
age number of guests were 53. We must add that their per 
capita is nothing to write home to the folks about for it is among 
the highest so far encountered this year. 


A Lodge of Sorrow was held in memory of Past Grand Master 
Edward Carson Day, 1893, and George Warren Craven, 1934. 


The Grand Chaplain George S. Sloan delivered a very fine 
address on “Trust in God.” 


The visiting dignitaries now had their inning and as usual 
many words were spilled and little said. Sometimes it is rather 
hard to follow some of these fellows in their talks. They ramble 
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cial integrity of the Lodge and to enhance the community rela- 
tions and public image of Masonry.” They have set a goal that 
will not be easily reached, but if we will give them their right- 
ful support the goal will be reached and the Lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction will be better prepared to meet the complex 
problems of tomorrow. 


I recommend that this committee be continued as a Grand 
Lodge committee and that the results of their work be used by 
the Lodges to improve the management of their Lodge. 


CODE COMMITTEE 


At the start of this Grand Lodge year I determined that all 
requests for approval of revisions of Lodge By-laws would be 
referred to the Code committee for investigation as to their con- 
formity to the code. The Code committee has performed a great 
service to the Grand Master and to the respective Lodges in 
their analysis of the proposed changes, and have on a number 
of occasions prevented revisions that would have been in con- 
flict with the Code. They accepted and performed this added 
duty with the same skill and desire to serve Masonry that they 
have assumed the responsibilities of their regular duties as 
provided in the Code. They also, accepted the assignment of 
explaining proposed legislation to the District Deputy Grand 
Masters at the four Seminars held in April and May. This en- 
abled the District Deputy Grand Masters to accurately answer 
questions which are invariably asked by the Craft and particu- 
larly by the Delegates to the Grand Lodge. I thank the Commit- 
tee for their outstanding work. 


LIBRARY AND MUSEUM 


I have, for a number of years, been concerned with the real 
and present need for more adequate library and museum facili- 
ties. Our library is incomplete in many respects. Our most 
pressing need at this time however, is for a location that will 
provide the proper environment for study and research. The 
noise and traffic through our present facilities does not provide 
the climate that we associate with a library and as a conse- 
quence our present facility is infrequently used. 


Our museum consists of a small glass case which has on 
display a pitifully small collection of historical items of Masonic 
interest. The large collection of items that should be displayed 
for the pleasure and education of the Craft is stored in the 
basement of the Grand Lodge office gathering an ever increas- 
ing coating of dust. This condition will continue until such 
time as we provide suitable display facilities. 


I have appointed a Grand Lodge Committee on Grand Lodge 
library and museum. They will have as their first responsibility 
the task of exploring and developing means of providing library 
and museum facilities commensurate with our needs. 


I recommend that a continued study be made of our library 
and museum. I hope that through this study and the recom- 
mendation that will follow, we may develop facilities that will 
be a credit to our Grand Lodge and a service to the Craft. 
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BE IT RESOLVED, that the Trustees of the Grand Lodge be 
authorized to proceed with a suitable remodeling program for 
the Children’s Home building, to prepare the said building to 
house the Grand Lodge Offices, Grand Lodge Library and Grand 
Lodge Museum and that these Grand Lodge functions be 
transferred to that location.

PROPOSED TO READ: Annual Communications shall be 
held on the second Wednesday in November of each year, 
commencing at ten o’clock A.M. The first such meeting 
to be held in November 1970. 

The Jurisprudence Committee is of the opinion that the 
amendment is satisfactorily drafted, if it be adopted by the 
Grand Lodge. However, the Jurisprudence Committee expresses 
no opinion with respect to the proposed change.

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Y. Richardson, who was in charge of the program, called for 
presentation of the colors, the Flag Salute and comments and 
welcome by the Mayor of Columbia City. M.W. Brother Paul 
W. Sorensen was then invited to lay the cornerstone.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND SECRETARY 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of A. F. & 
A. M. of Oregon: 


Brethren: 


The Grand Secretary’s Report for this 120th Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of Oregon sets forth the statis- 
tics on membership and the condition and trends of the various 
Funds of the Grand Lodge. A complete and detailed accounting 
of the income and expenses for each fund, statement of assets 
and liabilities, lists of investments, Life Memberships issued 
and Fifty Year Jewels presented are included and printed as a 
part of this report. 

The general trend shows a continued decline in membership, 
principally due to the losses by death. We experienced a net 
loss of 754 members in 1969 lowering our total membership as 
of December 31st to 38, 658. 

A new high was the presentation of 233 Fifty Year Jewels, 
which also indicates the increasing average age of our mem- 
bership. 

The decrease in membership, with the resulting decrease in 
per capita payments, and the steady advance of inflation in 
our costs of operation are cause for a growing concern to the 
Craft. This is not a new trend! It was called to the attention 
of the Representatives of the 119th Annual Communication in 
the Finance Committee Report, in the Budget Committee Report 
and by a recommendation for action by our immediate Past 
Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brother Warren A, McMinimee. 


This recommendation was referred to the Trustees of the 
Grand Lodge and they have sponsored legislation, which you 
will vote on at this Session. Your decision will govern the 
direction of future activities of the Grand Lodge. 

Action of the 119th Annual Communication also authorized 
the moving of The Grand Lodge Headquarters to Forest Grove. 
This has been accomplished and the quarters were occupied 
and dedicated on the 5th of April. The Building Committee and 
all others, who worked on this project, are to congratulated 
for a job well done. 


The office is getting better organized and we hope that 
before long everything will be found in its correct place so 
that the Lodges and Members of this Grand Jurisdiction will 
receive the best possible service. During this period of read- 
justment we have not always been able to keep current on our 
work, we hope that those, who have been inconvenienced, will 
forgive us. With our larger and better quarters and with the 
help of some more modern equipment we expect to better serve 
the Craft in Oregon. 

The Grand Lodge Library is now established in the new 
quarters with attractive new shelving. Brother James F. 
Justice, Chairman of the Library Committee, has worked hard 
arranging the Library and indexing and labeling the books. He 
pr pe Committee are to be commended for their untiring 
efforts. 
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Space is now available for a Museum and it is expected that 
a Committee will soon begin work on this project. 


In another step to upgrade the Grand Lodge records the 
Trustees authorized the taking of a physical inventory of all 
Grand Lodge furniture, equipment and regalia on the basis of 
present values and writing off the excess book value. This 
action resulted in a write off of several thousand dollars for 
many used up and disposed of items and caused our operating 
report to show a large loss. This is but a paper loss and makes 
our ledger balances more realistic. A schedule of depreciation 
can now be set up and depreciation taken on a yearly basis 
according to the anticipated useful life of each item. 


The printing of a roster of the membership was scheduled 
for this year but has been postponed because of the cost in- 
volved. Estimates and bids received on different methods of 
printing such a roster varied from $5,000.00 to $8,000.00. The 
Trustees did not consider this expenditure justified at this time. 


A direct telephone line to Portland from the new office has 
also received a thorough investigation. A Hillsboro line and 
number with direct no toll dialing to Portland would be avail- 
able at a cost of $60.00 monthly for the line in addition to the 
regular telephone charges. This also would necessitate a local 
phone and the two systems would have to be kept separate 
within the office. After considering the advantages and dis- 
advantages of such a system and the possibility that the entire 
area may be placed on a direct dial system with Portland within 
the next few years, it was considered more practica to take the 
regular Forest Grove two line service, which we now have. 
This will be less expensive for the Grand Lodge and all Lodges 
within the entire state will be paying their own toll charges. 
Also, keeping in mind that any emergency call can always be 
made collect. 


This has again been a rewarding year for your Grand Sec- 
retary. I have been privileged to work and travel with our 
Grand Master and the other Grand Lodge Officers, attend the 
District Deputy Seminars and many meetings of lodges. The 
Masters, Wardens and Secretaries of the Lodges have been very 
cooperative in our mutual endeavors. 


The District Deputies of the Grand Master have responded 
willingly and promptly to the many requests referred to them 
for investigations and reports. We have had the privilege of 
accepting many requests for Fifty Year Jewel Presentations, 
Courtesy Work and special investigations from a number of 
other Grand Jurisdictions and have in return been favored by 
having them perform like services for this Grand Jurisdiction. 


Our most sincere thanks to our Past Grand Masters for their 
council and advice, which has been freely given when asked for. 
To the many Brethren, Committees and various groups, who 
have worked with us for the good of the Fraternity during the 
past year, we extend our thanks. 


To my Office Staff I want to express my appreciation of 
their long hours of work during the trying weeks of adjusting 
to new quarters. Hours of extra work were cheerfully and val- 
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TRUSTEES MEETINGS 


The Grand Master announced that the Trustees meetings 
during the year would be held on Saturday as soon as convenient 
after the first of the month and following the meetings of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home Board. 








EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


To Right Worshipful Daniel H. Schulze was assigned the work 
of reviewing the applications for educational assistance. The 
Educational Assistance Fund which was started in 1855, with a 
voluntary contribution of $525.00 from the Lodges then in exist- 
ence, now amounts to $739,385.00 as of April 30, 1970. The 
interest from this fund is used to educate the children of de- 
ceased Master Masons and those incapacitated by illness or 
injury in the public grade or high school. A more detailed report 
of this fund will be given by Brother Schulze. 


MASONIC SERVICE BUREAU 


Right Worshipful Brother Edwin A. Troyer was assigned as 
representative of the Trustees to the Masonic Service Bureau. 
He attended their meetings and gave monthly reports to the 
Trustees on the activities of the Bureau. 


GRAND LODGE OFFICES 


A great deal of progress has been made since the dedication 
of the Grand Lodge offices on April 5, 1970. A twelve-foot solid 
oak table with twelve chairs, presented by Brother Leonard B. 
Judson of Pacific Lodge No. 50 in Salem has been installed in 
the conference room, making this room very attractive. On April 
10, 1971, a short dedication and appreciation ceremony was given 
to Brother Judson, who was accompanied by several members 
of Pacific and Vista Lodges. 


A sign bearing the inscription Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of 
Oregon has been installed on the upper level of the porch. Suit- 
able drapes are now in the library and museum which are on 
the second floor of the building. The library committee has com- 
pleted a catalog of the many books in the library.

(c) NOW READS: A Petition shall be prepared re- 
questing the Grand Master to grant a Charter 
to the consolidated Lodge, and the Charters 
under which the consolidated Lodges have 
been working shall be returned to the Grand 
Secretary. 

Par. 7(c) PROPOSED TO READ: If the consolidated 
Lodge chooses to change its name, a petition 
shall be prepared requesting the Grand Master 
to grant a dispensation to the consolidated 
Lodge to work, and the Chaters under which 
the consolidated Lodges have been working 
shall be returned to the Grand Secretary, 

New Par. 7(d) If the consolidated Lodge chooses to continue 
with the number and name of the older Lodge 
involved, without change, no dispensation or 
new Charter need be requested and only the 
Charter of the Lodge absorbed shall be re- 
turned to the Grand Secretary. 

Par. 8 Charter issued— 

NOW READS: Upon receipt of the Petition by 
the Grand Master, a new Charter shall be issued, 
without fee, bearing the names of the new 
officers, the number of the oldest Lodge con- 
solidated and such name as may have been 
selected by the consolidated Lodge.

Paul W. Sorensen, given by Pendleton Lodge 
No. 52, was held in the Vert Memorial Auditorium in Pendleton Saturday 
evening, September 27. More than 400 brethren, relatives and friends were 
on hand to honor the Grand Master on this occasion. Guest speakers were 
MW Bros. Lloyd McRae, Wilbur A. Wellborn, Thomas Lampkin and 
Clarence Kopp, all Past Grand Masters of Oregon. W Bro. Jack E. Folsom, 
a Past District Deputy, presented the Grand Master with a beautiful Pendle- 
ton Woolen Mill blanket on behalf of Pendleton Lodge No. 52. Grand Lodge 
officers, Eastern Star dignitaries, family and friends from all over the 
Northwest and as far east as Illinois were in attendance. One of the high- 
lights of the evening was the 90th birthday celebration for W. Bro. Cliff 
Bellinger, Grand Tyler. W. Bro Bellinger was the oldest living Past Master 
of Pendleton Lodge. 

In what was believed to be possibly a record for distance traveled to 
exemplify a degree, WM William R. Ward of Washington Lodge No. 46, 
accompanied by 36 members of Portland area Lodges, made an October 
4 trip to Lewiston, Idaho, to confer an MM Degree. In all, more than 200 
brethren were in attendance. Wives of line officers prepared a roast beef 
dinner for the occasion, and it was served by Lewiston Bethel girls. The 
first section of the subsequent Degree was conferred by the Senior DeMolay 
pares team and the second section in costume by Washington Lodge No. 


The annual Interstate Meetings this year saw the Masons of Oregon host- 
ing the Masons of Washington at the East Gate Masonic Temple in Portland 
on January 9, 1970. On the following evening those of the Oregon constitu- 
ency were guests of the Washington brethren at the new Vancouver Mason- 
ic Temple at 2500 N. E. 78th Street, Vancouver, Washington. Both functions 
drew a large attendance. 

The April 5, 1970 dedication of the new home of the Grand Lodge of 
Oregon drew hundreds of Masons and their families to the Forest Grove 
location. The original children’s home had been completely remodeled to 
accommodate the offices of the Grand Secretary and his staff, the Grand 
Lodge library, and museum. “Open house” began at the Masonic and East- 
ern Star Home with an 11:00 a.m. church service under direction of RW 
Virgil A. Rogers, Grand Chaplain, A.F. & A.M., and Grace George, Grand 
Chaplain, O.E.S. Formal dedication program of the new facilities took place 
on the porch of the Grand Lodge office building commencing at 1:00 p.m., 
and was followed by a lunch served at 2:00 p.m. Upon completion of the 
formal prògram, visitors availed themselves of the opportunity of touring 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 

A May 9 dinner served at East Gate Temple in Portland featured a friendly 
competition among Lodges of District No. 26 with the objective of raising 
the most money for the Masonic and Eastern Star Home fund. 400 dinners 
were served, and at first calculation proceeds collected for the Home aggre- 
gated $936.00. Maritime Lodge No. 193 again this year enjoyed the satisfac- 
tion of contributing the most money of the five Lodges in District No. 
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and radio stations. This suggestion was printed in the monthly bulletin 
of the Grand Secretary, thanks to the then Grand Secretary, M.W. Brother 
Dexter Elliott, and mailed to all Lodges. Some Lodge Officers adopted this 
suggestion and were rewarded with some degree of success. 

In order to publicize the winners of the Grand Master's oratorical contest 
the Committee submitted news releases to the Oregon Journal, The Oregon- 
ian, Medford Mail Tribune and the Roseburg News-Review. Only the News- 
Review of Roseburg carried the story. 

One nice story by Committee member, Bob Nelson, was carried by an 
up state paper concerning activities of the local chapter of Bethel girls. 
While our success in the Publicity field has been limited the Committee 
has learned that constant effort is required to induce the media to accept 
some of our offerings. 

We were saddened by the loss of one of our members, Brother Max G.

NECROLOGY REPORT 
R.R. Grand Chaplain 

Last year the Worshipful Grand Orator began his Grand Oration by say- 
ing, “I made a vow to myself ... that I would present to you my views 
of the future instead of having us look over our shoulder because the future 
is where our destiny lies.” An inspiring oration followed, looking to the 
future of Masonry. 

However, in the final analysis when we look to the future, we see the 
inevitability of death. Not the death of Masonry, or of our religious Faith, 
but that change in our mental, physical and spiritual condition we refer 
to as death. In the words of our Masonic funeral service, “What man is 
he that shall not see death? Shall he deliver his soul from the hand of 
the grave? His days are as grass...” 

We all know this, but we are never ready. On the Cross, Jesus said to 
one of the men next to Him, “This day shalt thou be with Me in Paradise.” 
No doubt these words carried great comfort to a dying man. Yet the sud- 
denness of it must have been shocking! “This day! Oh, no! I’m not ready! 
I've got too many things to do before I can go! Maybe tomorrow, but not 
today... !” 

But to 980 of our beloved brethren, the word came during this past year, 
“Today shalt thou be with Me.” Again in the words of Masonic ritual: 
“Almighty God, our Creator and Preserver, we stand in the presence of 
death: Our hearts are heavy, and our heads are bowed in humble submission. 
We ask that Thou wouldst give us grace to look upon this dispensation 
of Thy Providence as a reminder that we are all born to die, and that we 
need Thy help to teach us how to live. May we, by Thy help, be brought 
to a better realization of this great truth, and so shape our lives that we 
may be prepared when the great change comes.” 

As believers in God, we belong to Him, whether living or dying, and 
death becomes merely the next step in the great adventure of life, one 
bringing us into the nearer Presence of the Almighty. So for these our 
Brethren who have passed the great divide, we are sorrowful for our own 
loss of them in our lodges, our homes and our daily lives. But they have 
only gone on ahead to where our own future lies, and with all that great 
company of saints they live the fuller, blessed life in God’s Presence. 


They are before the throne of God, and serve Him day and night in His 
temple: and He that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among them. They 
shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall the sun light 
on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 
shall feed them, and shall lead them unto living fountains of waters: 
and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes. (Rev. 7:15-17) 


So we say thanks to God for the privilege of having known these 
brethren, of having had them as members of our families and our lodges, 
and of having them as friends. We deeply sympathize with their loved ones, 
in their loss, and pray that God will look with compassion upon their grief 
and fold His loving arms around them.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 
ENDING APRIL 30, 1980 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, Distinguished Guest, and Members of the 
Grand Lodge: 


The Finance Committee has met several times this past year and we 
have kept the Board of Trustees informed as to our procedure on making 
various types of investments. With inflation still rising and a possible de- 
pression in the future it is necessary that the investor should watch all 
phases. 

Though most of new money received has been invested in short term 
Certificates of Deposits due to the high yield received from them, it has 
not kept us from improving the portfolio of other items. 

To assist the Grand Lodge in their accounting and with the assistance 
of a Broker we have sold approximately 50 items of securities and reinvested 
the money in higher yielding stocks. We also sold 10 low yielding bonds 
and reinvested same in two different items giving us a much higher yield 
and will make better than $30,000.00 during the life of said bonds. Those 
sold were sinking fund bonds which brought a higher price and was an 
exception to most of our holdings. We also improved the ratings held by 
Grand Lodge of the transactions just mentioned. 

Our portfolio is in good sound condition for the following reasons; high 
quality, diversified industry, balanced maturity, and well balanced to geo- 
graphical location.

REPORT OF THE MASONIC BLOOD BANK PROGRAM 
TO THE GRAND LODGE OF A.F. & A.M. OF OREGON 

The Masonic Blood program wishes to thank our Masonic Lodges for their 
continued support and our special thanks to those Masons who have contributed 
blood during the past year. 

The goal of the American Red Cross Blood Services is to collect 2,350 units of 
blood each week. The Masons have shown support for Red Cross Blood Services by 
holding bloodmobiles for their members to help collect this blood for patients in our 
hospitals. 

A few years back, the Masons responded to a concept of blood banking” or 
“blood credits” which promised that there would be credit available for them if 
they or members of their families needed blood replaced. As of 1975, in order to 
better serve the community, we changed our approach to the recruitment of 
volunteer blood donors. We no longer require blood used to be replaced. 

There are two major philosophies for the recruitment of volunteer blood donors. 
One specifically identifies the individual patient as being responsible for the 
“replacement” of the blood used (our old system). The other aims at the communi- 
ty asa whole to provide the blood needed for the patients within its own community. 
The latter concept, that of community responsibility means that those needing 
blood will receive it, as their doctors request, and need not worry about the 
unit-for-unit replacement. It is believed that the replacement of blood is an unfair 
burden upon patients using blood and blood products. The patients and their 
families should not be (personally) taxed to pay back that life source which they so 
desperately need. Any one of us could need blood tomorrow; the goal of the 
American Red Cross Blood Services is to have it available. 

The processing fee charged for blood is the same for all users and is never 
increased by a non-replacement charge. This fee pays for collection, processing, 
distribution and storage of the blood. All blood collected by Red Cross is from 
volunteer donors. 

The need now for a stable supply of blood in our hospitals and the need for 
constant recruitment to maintain that supply has not changed, except to increase 
due to the growing population, new surgical procedures, and increased treatment 
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office secretary. The Commissioner suggested that perhaps our best solution 
would be a measured service, in which the base cost is lower and each call 
charged according to time and distance, There are forty some different phone 
companies in the State and it is going to take some time for each of them to 
get the necessary equipment installed.

It will probably again be necessary to update our Lodge data in order to 
be prepared for the next Legislative session, if we are not successful in 
getting the Fraternity excluded in the new legislation, We would appreciate 
it very much if the Lodges would continue their splendid cooperation which we 
have enjoyed in the past. 

Again, we want to thank our Grand Master, the Grand Secretary, the Dis- 
trict Deputies, the Worshipful Masters and their Lodge Representatives for 
their guidance and support during the past year.

end of this report. 

We continued the cataloging and marking of Museum memorabilia. We 
placed book plates on new acquisitions.

The Masonic library of our deceased Brother Ernest J. Bolliger, P.G.M. was 
donated by his family. We also received a set of seven volumes of Mackey’s 
History of Freemasonry from Brother Wilbur Watters. M.W.B. H. Wendell Patch 
contributed a number of books on the military history of the United States. Many 
other donations for the Library and Museum were received but space does not 
permit us to acknowledge them all here. We appreciated all the gifts and 
encourage contributions to our Museum and Library. 

Your Committee sees the need for two or three Brothers who are devoted to 
the preservation and display of Masonic books and memorabilia and who have 
the time to contribute continuing effort to the Library and Museum. We wish that 
more people would use the Library and Museum, and we would like to remind 
everyone that books can be checked out and returned by mail. 

We would like to thank Worshipful Brother Ernest J. Rubin who voluntarily 
joined our Committee in its work this year. 

Your Library and Museum Committee recommends: 

1. That all unbound Oregon Freemason magazines be bound into volumes as was 
done prior to 1970. 

2. That the Masonic Service Association Short Talk Bulletins that are missing be 
acquired and that a complete set be maintained. 

3. That the framed pictures of our Past Grand Masters which are now in storage 
in the Museum vault be removed from the frames, that a copy of the P.G.M.’s 
biography from the Grand Lodge Proceedings be attached to each picture and 
the pictures then be placed in the Museum letter file. 

4. That the Lodges be made aware of the duplicate books in the Library which 
can be acquired for their own libraries. 

5. That selected new Masonic books be purchased on a continuing basis. 

6. That future Committees actively assist the Lodges in developing their own 
libraries and museums. 

7. That future Committees evaluate the Masonic and Eastern Star Home library 
and recommend means of utilizing the Wilson Trust for MESH books. 

8. That a budget be approved that will allow $250 to bind the loose Oregon 
Freemason magazines, that $100 be allowed to rebind the Masonic History of 
the Pacific Northwest, that $50 be allowed to rebind Light of the East, and that 
at least $150 be budgeted yearly to purchase new books. 

9. That our books be cataloged on the computer.

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Brother Lindon Martin of Wasco Lodge gave an interesting history of the 
old Masonic cemetery, explaining that when it was acquired by the lodge 
it was in a rural area, but was now in the middle of a residential area. 
Problems with upkeep and vandalism made necessary the removal of the 
remains to a common site in The Dalles Cemetery. 

On September 24 Grand Lodge was convened in the temple of 
Medford Lodge No. 103, Medford, for the purpose of dedicating the 
temple to the purposes and usages of Masonry. 

Upon invitation by the President of the Temple Association and 
Medford Lodge, the Grand Master and his officers proceeded to dedicate 
the temple in time honored ceremonies. PGM Finlayson,Grand Historian, 
gave an interesting and informative talk including some historical refer- 
ences to the lodge. 

On October 14 Grand Lodge was opened at Holbrook Lodge No. 30, 
Forest Grove, to dedicate the D. Rufus Cheney Library and the Roland E. 
Gleason Museum in the lodge building. The naming of the museum was 
a complete surprise to MWB Gleason. 

Prior to the dedication ceremonies, histories were given of the three 
members of Holbrook Lodge who had been elected Grand Masters: 
Amory Holbrook, who was Grand Master when the lodge was chartered; 
D. Rufus Cheney, who served Holbrook Lodge as secretary until his 
election as Grand Secretary (he served as Grand Secretary from 1922 until 
1946 and was elected Honorary Past Grand Master in 1938 in recognition 
of his service to the Craft); and Roland E. Gleason, who served as Grand 
Master 1976-1977. 

An Occasional Communication was convened May 18 at Mt. Hood 
Masonic Temple to dedicate the new building to the purposes and usages 
of Masonry. 

After formal opening the Grand Lodge was called from Labor to 
Refreshment to allow friends and relatives to witness the dedication 
ceremonies which were very well done by the Grand Master and his 
officers. MWB Alfred B. Holmes, Grand Orator, delivered an inspiring 
and appropriate address. He noted that Mt. Hood Lodge’s former temple 
in north Portland had been burned out by arsonists and the new temple 
was obtained in southeast Portland. It might be said that the new temple 
rose from the ashes of the old temple, as Mt. Hood Lodge used the 
insurance settlement and sale of the property to purchase this church and 
remodel it to adapt it to Masonic uses. 

On June 1, the Grand Master opened the Grand Lodge in the Masonic 
Temple of Grants Pass Lodge No. 84 to rededicate the temple on the

This was a better year for the Library and Museum Committee. We 
were able to complete the new display in the museum that was started last 
year. We invite your inspection. 

The first order of business in the library was to perform an up-to-date 
inventory. This was necessary to have an accurate knowledge of the 
volumes on our shelves for the purpose of printing a new catalog. The last 
catalog was printed some twenty years ago, about the time the library was 
established so this project was long overdue. 

Weare now in the process of distributing a copy of this new catalog to 
each lodge in the state and hope to have the job completed by the time the 
current Grand Lodge Session is over. These catalogs are to be made 
available for the use of themembership. Any member wishing to purchase 
this catalog for himself may doso. Thecostis amere $2.50 when itis picked 
up at the Grand Lodge Office, or $3.50 postpaid. 

We are already seeing the results of this new catalog and hope that 
more of the Brethren will use it to expand their knowledge in Masonry as 
well as other subjects. 

We were also able to add a few new volumes to our library and it is 
hoped that we will be able to continue this project this coming year. We 
would also recommend that our membership in the Quatuor Coronati 
Correspondence Circlebe reestablished so that our volumes of the Annual 
Transactions of this prestigious organization be brought up-to-date. These 
volumes are an excellent source for research material and are in demand.

This past year has truly had some historic events. The most signifi- 
cant were the dedication of Jennings McCall II and the new Grand 
Lodge offices.

LIBRARY & MUSEUM COMMITTEE 


The Library and Museum Committee has been working hard over 
the last eight months. We found ourselves in boxes after the move 
into the new Grand Lodge offices. Part of the books were catalogued; 
however, the last time the catalog list had been updated was in 1990 
and only about 50 percent of the items in the museum had any iden- 
tification. We started sorting through the books, arranging them into 
40 categories, while pulling duplicates and books with no Masonic 
connection, neither text nor author. 

We devised a book numbering system and proceeded to catalog 
books by author, subject and title into an Excel database. This exist- 
ing database contains 2,500 books. Eventually, the database will serve 
an Access Window, which will allow all patrons to find books easily 
by using any keyword to search for author, title or subject. 

The books that were pulled, both Masonic and non-Masonic, will 
be sold on the Internet and at the 2001 Grand Lodge Session. Money 
from the sale of these books will benefit the Masonic Model Student 
Assistance Program. Some books that pertained to the Scottish Rite 
and York Rite were given to those organizations.

LIBRARY & MUSEUM COMMITTEE 


After the writing of last year’s report, the Library Committee had 
approximately 1,200 books for disposition. These were books of no 
Masonic relevance, and were duplicates and triplicates of those books 
that had been cataloged into the Grand Lodge Library. 

These 1,200 books were loaded onto a trailer, and a sales table was 
set up in the lobby at our 2001 Annual Communication. The sale of 
these books resulted in $1,100, and was given to the Grand Lodge to 
be used for the Masonic Model Student Assistance Program. 

Library: 2,000 books have been cataloged into our Grand Lodge 

Library and an Access Program has been generated to provide con- 
trol of the library books and reference material to all our members. 
Thanks go to R.W.B. Jim Shillingburg for his expertise in generating 
this program, and his guidance in getting the library and museum to 
its current state. 

Some books will be allowed checkout, while others can be used only 
in the library. The library book shelves have been labeled with the 
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category and section. The category and section are also in the refer- 
ence program, and will make locating books very easy. A map of 
section layout within the library will be added. 

Museum: All items and artifacts have been cataloged in an Excel 
PC program. They have been cataloged by their cabinet display loca- 
tion and by their storage location. A user program will not be neces- 
sary for the museum. The Library Committee only will use the Mu- 
seum Program. 

Library Expenses were $120 for Shelf Section Tags. 

Future plans are to transition the new Library and Museum Com- 
mittee into ownership of the established processes. When the new 
committee takes over, the only requirements will be to maintain (i.e., 
to receive, catalog and/or dispose of books and articles donated to 
the Grand Lodge for that purpose.

Grand Master David R. Anderson instructed his District Deputies 
to complete a survey with each of the Lodges. The LMAC was tasked 
to prepare a spreadsheet showing the results of the survey, which 
was completed and turned over to the Grand Master in February.

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The Dispensations and Charters Committee reported two requests 
for charters, one from Colloseum Lodge No. 608 located in Rome, Italy, 
and one from John McClellam Lodge No. 780, located in San Lito, Italy. 
Because two Grand Lodges were in existence in Italy, and the Grand 
Lodge of Oregon recognized neither, the committee recommended that 
the two requests for charters be denied. 

The Educational Assistance Committee provided assistance for 22 K- 
12 children and 16 post-high school students. A total of $73,097.50 was 
disbursed. The increase from previous years occurred because families 
seeking assistance could declare Masonic grandfathers. A new grading 
system was found to be fair and accurate for determining eligibility. 

The Governmental and Legislative Affairs Committee expressed con- 
cern about House Bill 2710, which had, as its purpose, the taxing of 
charitable, religious, educational and fraternal entities. 

The Grand Historian and History Committee were in the process of 
compiling a new history to be ready for the 150 Annual Communica- 
tion. One of the concerns expressed in the report was the mishandling 
or disposal of merged lodge reports. The report urged lodges to ap- 
point a historian or committee and to document lodge history through 
oral interview of older members. Interest in the histories of Masonic 
cemeteries was also evidenced. 

The Grand Historian chaired the Library and Museum Committee. 
He recommended that the existing committee be divided into two com- 
mittees, a Library Committee and a Museum Committee. Much work 
remained to be done in cataloging and classifying the materials. The 
Grand Historian also stated his concern that the location of the library 
in Forest Grove made it difficult for the materials to be used. 

The Lodge Management Advisory Committee combined Volumes | 
and 2 or the Standard Manual of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of 
Oregon into one volume. The committee also revised the work, remov- 
ing unnecessary repetition and instructions. 

The Lodge Safety and Appearance Committee presented a Code 
change to the membership allowing the Grand Lodge Trustees to loan 
money to lodges. The committee also revised a safety report that was 
to be sent to all the lodges. 

The Masonic Family Campground and Meeting Facility Committee 
were given the opportunity to purchase 394 acres southwest of 
McMinnville. Since this was the first year of operation for the commit- 
tee, it was still in the process of determining the guidelines for deter- 
mining suitability of any property for use and felt that any considera- 
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Masonic year. Very special thanks go to Jeanne Levy and Shirley

LIBRARY & MUSEUM COMMITTEE 


Many thanks are due to the committees of previous years for their 
hard work in bringing the library and the museum to their current 
conditions. Both have been able to receive additions with relative ease, 
and both are now ready to accommodate visitors. The library and 
museum collectively received a donation of a newer computer and 
larger monitor, as well as a pool table, sets of pool balls and cues. 

Museum: The museum has received the lion's share of committee 
time this year. The museum received the chest used to bring the first 
Masonic Lodge Charter to Oregon, on short-term loan from Multnomah 
Lodge No. 1, along with complementary items. These were included with 
anumber of other important historical items from the existing collection 
in an exhibit that was displayed at the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial in Alexandria, Virginia, during October 2002, which 
was Oregon Month at the memorial. 

It is becoming apparent that the items displayed at the museum will 
have to be either limited or rotated, as we do not currently have 
adequate display facilities in which to showcase our entire collection at 
one time. 

A cataloging system has been developed for museum items to make 
them easier to find, identify and group for two reasons: first, to make it 
easier to rotate items through the museum and to facilitate inventory; 
and secondly, to improve the museum’s suitability for incorporation 
into a photograph inclusive Access database currently under develop- 
ment, which might be made available through the Internet some time in 
the next year. 

Museum related expenses for this year were $1,195.28 — $11.55 in 
labels and tags, $64.73 in materials to build a crate adequate to ship the 
museum exhibit to the George Washington Masonic National Memorial, 
and $1,119 to have the items that were sent appraised for freight insur- 
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ance valuation. 

Library: The library received approximately 50 books within the last 
eight months. The library has reached a point where a large sell-off of 
excess books no longer seems necessary. Some volumes remain in 
storage though, and will either find homes on the library shelves at the 
Grand Lodge, on the shelves of libraries at other Masonic buildings, or 
will be available for sale at the Grand Lodge library. 

The library database is being updated on a consistent basis, and 
should be available for visitor use shortly after the 153rd Annual 
Communication. Unfortunately our limited space allows for only one 
copy of each volume, and we are consequently unable to make any 
books available for checkout. 

Library related expenses for this year were $70, and consisted of 
dues to the Q.C.C.C. Lodge No. 2076 of the United Grand Lodge of 
England for their annually published book of research. Our dues had 
been overlooked, and this payment covered dues for the years of 2000 
and 2001. 

The library and museum continue to grow in its utility to the members 
of the Grand Lodge. Possible improvements for following years might 
include extended hours of operation, inter-library loan, development of 
a Friend of the Library and Museum group, and making the museum and 
library databases available on-line.

2. Finish and implement relational database of Library and Museum 
Inventory and provide usage instructions to Grand Lodge staff for 
interested parties. Discuss making this database searchable through the 
Grand Lodge website. 

3. Join the Masonic Library and Museum Association (MLMA) and 
send a representative, at his own non-reimbursable expense, to the 
annual meeting of this body and implement any standard practices in 
use or recommended by them as appropriate. 

4. Discover, develop and implement ways to return increased value 
to the Craft from their Library and Museum.

LIBRARY and MUSEUM COMMITTEE 

Brethren, 

The one word that best summarizes the work accomplished in the 
Oregon Grand Lodge Library and Museum this year is “organizing.” A 
large number of donated books, journals, proceedings, and Masonic 
artifacts have been accumulating over the past few years, and much of 
our recent efforts have been in organizing this backlog. 

Major accomplishments include: 

Sorting and ordering the current book stacks — a collection of recent 
soft-bound Grand Lodge Proceedings from various jurisdictions, both 
here in the U.S. and around the world, have been sorted and placed on 
the shelves. Older copies from a few years back have been removed 
and recycled. More and more Grand Lodges are sending CDs instead 
of paper proceedings; these have also been sorted and placed in a bin 
for easy access. 

A large collection of hard-bound Oregon Grand Lodge Proceedings 
have been cleaned and placed in storage. 

Before attempting to sort and shelf the many newly donated books, we 
have been working through a number of preliminaries. These include: 
organizing the electronic database cataloging the existing book col- 
lection and reviewing alternative book cataloging systems. The current 
system was designed by the founders of the library, and while it has 
served the library well, it does have a few shortcomings. One alterna- 
tive under consideration is the Boyden System, a system developed 
by William Boyden in the early 1900s specifically for Masonic libraries. 

Reviewing alternative methods for labeling books with their catalog 
number. Most of the original collection has been labeled using white-out 
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ink. A later effort to use paper labels was less than successful, as many 
of the labels are peeling off the books. 

Since much of the work done so far this year has been preliminary 
organization, there are several tasks yet to do before we're caught up 
with the backlog: 

Cataloging and shelving donated books; evaluation of various donated 
artifacts to determine what should be displayed in the museum and 
what should be archived; reestablishing Masonic Library memberships. 
There are two organizations that would be beneficial for us to be a part 
of. MLMA, The Masonic Library and Museum Association, is a fairly 
new organization founded in 1995 by a group of Masonic librarians and 
museum directors to share common experiences, interests, and ideas. 

QCCC, Quatuor Coronati Correspondence Circle, is a company formed 
by Quatuor Coronati Lodge No. 2076 of the United Grand Lodge of 
England. We were a member until 2001, and our library hosts a nearly 
complete set of their outstanding journal of Masonic history and re- 
search, dating back to the 1880s. 

I would like to thank the following individuals for their support over 
the past year: fellow members of the Library/Museum Committee, R.W.B. 
Hunt Compton, R.W.B. Fred Schwartz and Jerry Muceus. I know I haven't 
really made much use of your talents yet, but I expect that will change 
in the upcoming year! Also Past Chair Ian Erickson, for helping me get 
up to speed on my duties. 

And Grand Secretary R.W.B. Paul Temple, for moral support, answering 
questions, and letting me into the building on those Saturday mornings 
when I sneaked in on the coattails of the Trustees during their monthly 
meeting.
